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HIRE-A-MAN IDEA 
HALTS CUTTING OF 
FACTORY PAYROLLS 


Employers Tell Business Men’s 
League They Are Carrying Em- 
_ployes Not Actually Needed. 


Sam D. Capen, president of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that despite the 
efforts of the league, in co-operation 
with Mayor Kiel, to stimulate the em- 
ployment of men in St. Louis, there 
probably would be many additional men 
thrown out of employment immediate- 
ly after New Years. The letters re- 
ceived by the league, in response to a 
joint letter sent out by Capen and 
Mayor Kiel, contain the intimation that 
most of the business and manufactur- 
ing establishments are carrying au the 
working forces possible. 

President Capen said that his opinion 
was based upon information which had 
come to him personally and »not 
through the letters sent to the league. 
He knew personally of several large 
firms that would discharge 100 or more 
men after Jan. 1, he said. 

Many Working Full Time. 

The letters also show that a consider- 
able number of the manufacturing plants 
are operating on full time, and have not 
discharged any employes. W. C. Hen- 
iming, secretary of the A. Leschen & Sons 
Rope Co., in a letter sent to the league 
offices today, said that the plant was 
running full time, that no employes had 
been discharged and none would be un- 
less it was absolutely necessary. 

Julius C. Birge, manager of the Ames 
Shovel and Tool Co., said: “I may state 
that we are working pretty nearly on 
the lines you suggest, and while for 
several weeks we worked on short time, 
we have kept every person employed 
that we have been able to, and many 
times when their services were not 
needed.”’ 

Alexander T. Primm Jr., vice-president 
of the J. Kennard & Sons Carpet Co., 
suggested that the league make a list 
of all unemployed persons, so that busi- 
ness houses needing help could get the 
kind of employes they wanted without 
delay. The league will not undertake to 
maintain an employment bureau, but 
will rely upon the State Free Employ- 
ment Bureau to furnish help to any 
members wishing to hire men or women. 


Employes Not Needed, but Kept. 
Richard Moore, president of the 
Becker-Moore Paint Co., wrote: 

“In answer to the suggestions (by 
Mayor Kiel and President Capen) we 
wish to say that so far as our firm 
is individually concerned we have 
carried 45 per cent of our employes 
On Our payroll which we could have 
laid off without injuring our organi- 
zation in the least. These employes 
have been with us in prosperous 
times and we felt it our duty to con- 
tinue them on the payroll during 
these dull times, even at a great loss 
to our firm. 

“We have, however, this satisfac- 
tion in knowing that they appreciate 
what we have done for them, and are 
willing to make good the loss when 
the opportunity presents itself. What 
we have done, I am sure, has been 
done by every jobbing and manufac. 
turing Institution In our city, and 
we do not think it fair for the Mayor 
to ask us to do any more than we 
have already done. In fact, we may 
add that in so far as we are individ- 
ually concerned we have reached the 
limit of our endurance.

been assessed in some cases. 
The record shows that cases were 


, continued from one term to another, 


and frequently there is no record of 
any action in a case during an entire 


term of court. There are cases dock, 
eted for next Monday which have been 
on the docket every time since the Sep- 
tember term in 1912. 

One of the two ‘cases disposed of was 
that of Daniel Tobin, who was indicted 
Dec. 12, 1912. The case was continued 
from time to time until Oct. 2, 1914, 
when it was dismissed by the United 
States District Attorney. 

Homer Hall, Assistant United States 
District Attorney during the Houts ad‘ 
ministration, and who remained in the 
office after District Attorney Oliver 
took charge, said that the Tobin case 
was dismissed on instructions from the 
Internal Revenue Department, which 
had compromised the case with Tobin. 

Hall said the law gives the revenue 
depariment the right to compromise oleo- 
margarine cases and to dismiss prose- 
cutions. 

Corporation Fined $1700. 


The other case was that of the 
Mound City Butterine Co., a corpora- 
tion, which was indicted March 24, 1913.

Another in- 
dictment against the same company, 
returned at the same time, in which the 
individual officers were named, and in 
which an imprisonment sentence could 
have been pronounced if they had been 
found guilty, never has been tried, but 
is still on the docket.

Last Sentences in January, 1912. 

The latest sentences of individuals on 
oleomargarine cases were in January. 
1912, when John L. McManigle was fined 
$1000 and sentenced to serve one year 
in the Leavenworth penitentiary, and 
George A. Brown was fined $1500 and 
sentenced to serve six months in the 
Warren County jail. Both entered pleas 
of guilty. 

June 1, 1911, Fred D. May, Thomas B.

Bailey were convicted of oleomargarine 
law violations. Fred M. May was fined 
$2000 and sentenced to one year and ons 
day in the Leavenworth prison. Thomas 
B. May was fined $3000 and sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment. Johnson and 
Raily were each sentenced to one year’s 
imprisonment. They were pardoned by 
the President. The Mays appealed from 
the decision in their Cases and the 
sentences were affirmed by the Unite 
States Court of Appeals. They were 
sent to the Leavenworth penitentiary. 


Judge Dyer Orders Inquiry Into 
“Meddling” in Oourt’s Affairs. 
From the bench today wudge Dyer in 


the United States District Court referred 


to recere publications in St. Louis morn- 
ing newspapers in which it was said that 
revenue agents belleved heavy bonds 
would be demanded of the men indicted 
in the oleo cases and that the lowest 
bond accepted would be $6000. According 
to these accounts it was estimated that 
from $250,000 to $500,000 in bonds would 
be required to cover all the cases. 

“When men are indicted in this court 
no one is authorized to speak but the 
District Attorney,” said Judge Dyer.; 
“Talking only results in trouble for the 
Marshal in getting service on the in- 
dicted men. Busybodies who meddle 
with affairs of this court may be pun- 
ished *»r contempt. A word to the wise 
is sufficient. 

“If mon supposed to be indicted here 
are to be notified that they must go to 
jail in default of large bonds it is not 
to be expected that the Marshal will be 
able to arrest them. I have asked the 
District Attorney to put on foot an in- 
vestigation as to this meddling with the 
Court’s affairs.” 

B. L. Whité, Assistant District At- 
torney, arose and said he concurred in 
Judge Dyer’s remarks and that he was 
amazed when he read published fore- 
casts of the amount of the bonds to be 
fixed in the oleo cases.

Police Will Enforce Ordinance 
Compelling Property Own- 
ers to Remove Snow.

A citizens’ committee appointed to as- 
certain whether wealthy St. Louisans 
would lend $1,000,000 to the city to fur- 
nish work for the unemployed, and 
whether the city could accept such a 
loan, suggested to Mayor Kiel today 
that the ordinance requiring household- 
ers and property owners to remove snow 
and ice from the sidewalks be strictly 
enforced. 

The enforcement of the ordinance, the 
committee declared, would give employ- 
ment to many idle people. The commit- 
tee called the Mayor’s attention to the 
fact that the sidewalks in many resi- 
dence districts are covered with ice, 
makihg pedestrian travel dangerous. 

A city ordinance requires household- 
ers and property owners to remove all 
snow and ice from the sidewalks in 
front of their premises. This ordinance 
is seldom obeyed, except when the police 
notify the householders on their beats 
to comply with it 

Mayor Favors Pian. 

Mayor Kiel told the committee that 
by all means the ordinance ought to be 
enforced, and that he would himself 
communicate with the police depart- 
ment with respect to it. He suggested 
that the committee wait on Chief of Po- 
lice Young, and request him to take 
steps to enforce the ordinance without 
delay. 

The members of the committee are J. 
Lionberger Davis, Albert von Hoffmann 
and Otto Pauls. The committee made no 
report concerning its efforts to raise the 
loan, , 

The committee told Mayor Kiel 
that it would undertake to furnish 
mer. from the soup line for cleaning 
sidewalks during the entire winter. 
The price to be charged will be 2 
cents a front foot for each time the 
snow is cleaned away, or a minimum 
charge of 50 cents. 

Bureau Organized. 

After visiting Mayor Kiel and tak- 
up the subject with President Mc- 
Pheeters of the police board, the 
committee organized a St. Louis 
Clean-the-Sidewalks Bureau, which 
will undertake to furnish all the men 
needed for this kind of work. Any 
householder wanting a man _  *for 
cleaning off the sidewalks may send 
his money to the committee, which 
will have headquarters in the Four 
Courts Building, with a self-addressed 
stamped envelope, and his name will 
be put on the list, and as soon as 
snow falls a man will be sent to his 
place to clean off the walk. A receipt 
will be sent for all money received. 
Von Hoffman is president of the 
committee, Paul O. Summers, treas- 
urer, and Robert E. Lee, secretary. 

The committee hopes to be able, 
by getting into téuch with house- 
holders, to furnish at least temporary 
employment to many of the men who 
apply to the free soup kitchen for 
food 

As soon as Chief Young heard the 
suggestion of the committee he called 
up the captains of all districts and 
directed them to Instruct patrolmen im- 
mediately to give final warning to all 
householders that the ice must be re- 
moved from the sidewalks today or po- 
lice court summonses would be issued 
against them tomorrow.

British (Warships Elude Sub- 
marines and Rout Zeppelins 
Near Helgoland.

. and New York World. 

LONDON, Dec. 28.—Flight Commander 
Hewlett, who is believed to have lost 
his life in the raid on Cuxhaven, is the 
only son of Maurice Hewlett, the nov- 
elist. He became a naval cadet in Jan- 
uary, 1904, was promoted to be a lieu- 
tenant last January, and made a flight 
commander in July. He obtained his 
pilot’s certificate at Brooklands in No- 
vember, 1911. His mother is a well- 
known airwoman. She obtained her 
certificate in August, 1911. Before tak- 
ing up aviation she obtained practical 
knowledge of motor engineering. Her 
son received from her his first instruc- 
tions in airmanship. 

The Official Press Bureau has given 
out the following statement regarding 
the British raid on the German coast: 

On Friday, Dec. 2%, the German 
warships lying off Schilling Roads off 
Cuxhaven were attacked by seven naval 
aeroplanes piloted by Flight Comman- 
ders, Oliver, Hewlett, Boss and Kilner, 
Flight Lieutehants Miley and Edwards 
and Sublieutenant Blackburn. 

Zeppelin Attacks Ships. 

“The attack was delivered in daylight, 
Starting from a point in the vicinity of 
Helgoland. .The seaplanes were escorted 
by a light cruiser and destroyer force, 
the Germans with submarines. As these 
ships were seen by the Germans from 
Helgoland two Zeppelins and three or 
four hostile seaplanes and several hos- 
tile submarines attacked them. 

“Tt was necessary for the British 
ships. to remain in the neighborhood to 
pick up the returning airmen and a 
novel combat ensued between the most 
modern cruisers and the enemy’s air- 
craft and submarines. By swift ma- 
neuvering the enemy’s submarines were 
avoided and the tvep Zeppelins were 
easily put to flight by the guns of the 
Undaunted and Aretnusa. 

“The enemy’s seaplanes succeeded in 
dropping their bombs near our ships, 
but without hitting any of them. The 
British ships remained for three hours: 
off the enemy’s coast without being mo- 
lested by any surface vessel and safely 
re-embarked three out of the seven air- 
men, with their machines. Three other 
pilots returned later and were picked 
up by British submarines which were 
standing by. Their machines were sunk. 

“Six out of the seven pilots returned 
safely. Flight Commander Hewlett is 
missing. His machine was seen in a 
wrecked condition avout eight miles 
from Helgoland, and the fate of the 
daring and skillful pilot is at present 
unknown. 

Extent of Damage Unknown. 

“The extent of the damage by the 
British airmen’s bombs cannot be esti- 
mated, but all were discharged at points 
of military significance. 

“On Thursday last Squadron. Com- 
mander Richard B. Davies of the haval 
air service visited Brussels in a Far- 
man biplane for the purpose of drop- 
ping 12 bombs at an airship shed re- 
ported to contain a German Parseval. 
Eight of these bombs of which six are 
believed to have hit, were discharged at 
the first attack, the remaining four on 
the return flight. Owing to the clouds 
of smoke which arose from the shed, 
the arrees could not be distinguished.”’

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SERVIANS AND AUSTRIANS

MITROVICA, Hungary, Nov. 22.—The

Taken After Fierce gle.

asnica was finally occupied, after a 
most desperate struggle, and from that 
time on the advance of the Austro- 
Hungarian troops, while slow, made 
steady headway until Valjevo was in 
their hand and Kragujevac, the last 
fortified position of the Serbs. 

The area of the Parasnica is approxi- 
mately two and one-half square miles. 
Today its level surface is furrowed by 
hundreds of entrenchments, redoubts, 
bomb proofs and covered and open pas- 
sages from one trench to another, the 
whole locality having the appearance of 
a tremendous maze and in some parts 
the impression is conveyed that a whole 
underground city had existed there.

15 yards apart, and in only a few in- 
stances are they separated by more 
than fifty yards—eloquent testimony of 
the severity of the struggle for their 
possession. So well constructed were the 
trenches, shelter ditches and bomb 
proofs that field artillery was useless, 
and so well defended were they by. the 
Serbs that every attempt by the Austro- 
Hungarians to take them by infantry 
attacks resulted in terrible slaughter. In 
the end 9. practice common in the wars 
of the Middle Ages had to be resorted 
to—counter mining. The Serbs had en- 
trenched themselves to a depth of from 
five to nine feet, had dug tunnels from 
one position to another, and, where this 
was not feasible, stout timber had been 
used to render the trenches safe against 
the field artillery of the Austrians. But 
the “Austrian sappers and pioneers dug 
deeper tunnels at right angles to the 
Servian trenches and parallels through 
which their infantry would advance un- 
der cover of night. In this manner 
ground was gained on one day, to be 
lost again, perhaps, the following day by 
a similar maneuver of the Serbs. 


For about six weeks this really sub- 
terranean war continued. It was ended 
by the bringing up of heavy mortar bat- 
teries by the Austrians. The resistance 
of the Serbs continued, As heretofore, 
their trenches had to be taken one by 
one, but this time artillery rendered fu- 
tile their brave defense. 

Many of the Austrian shells fell into 
the Servian trenches and killed or 
maimed every soldier in them. But a 
dash for the position by the Austrian 
infantry brought the usual hail of small 
arms and machine-gun bullets and add- 
ed hundreds to the population of the 
vast necropolis that Parasnica is today. 

The determination of the Austro-Hun- 
garians to take the Parasnica was+n9 
less fixed than the realization of the 
Serbs that with this position gone, the 
fate of the Macva, Servia’s richest dis- 
trict, would be sealed. The struggle 
therefore, continued with unabated bit- 
terness and. finally was carried into the 
open country beyond the peninsula. The 
resistance of the Serbs collapsed after 
their positions near the village of Czar- 
nabara had to be abandoned. By the 
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of the Save River and extend from 
there a distance of about three miles, 
the trenches around Czarnaba not in- 
cluded.

All trenches and redoubts had 
connecting ditches and tunnels, and by 
means of them the Serbs, and later the 
Austrians, were able to take troops 
from one part of the terrain to another 
without their being seen. Adjoining the 


trenches one finds small caves, whosel 


floors are still littered with straw and 
hay, upon which the men slept. While 
during the day it was fatal to show the 
location of a trench by the smoke of a 
fire over which food might be cooked, 
the men seem to have managed to get 
2% warm meal at night.

These vaults 
were constructed especially to baffle 
the efforts of the expert burglar, 
equipped with an acetylene oxygen 
flame outfit. A sheet of recently in- 
vented Krupp steel, three-quarters of 
an inch thick, has been inserted be- 
tween the layers of the steel walis and 
doors of the vaults. This steel, the bank 
officers are assured, will _resist the 
acetylene oxygen flame, and ever the 
most skilled burglar cannot burn his 
gerd through it. 


Time Clocks in Each Vault. 
The vault for the books is connected 


with the vault for the money by an in- 
ner door, so that if by any chance the 
time locks on the money vault sheuld 
fail to work, an entrance could be made 
through the book vault. There are three 
time clocks in’ the doors of both the 
book and money vaults, so arranged 
that one clock azsts’ as a protection 
against the failure of the other tavo. It 
is possible that five of the clocks might 
fail, and yet the sixth clock would trip 
the secret bolt which would .unlock th~ 
massive steel door and give the bank 
officials access to the money. 

The vaults on both the main and bas2- 
ment floors are of the same construc- 
tion, and have the same time tock 
equipment. 

The bank, building occupies a lot hav- 
ing a Brogdway frontage of 66 feet and 
a Pine street frontage of. 88 feet. The 
style of the architecture is ‘talian*Re- 
naissance. The exterior is faced witb 
Atlantic white granite from North Caro- 
lina. The interior architecture is also 
of the Italian Renaissance, and the fin- 
ish its in Colorado Yule marble—a per- 
fectly white marble. The building 15 
surmounted by a dome rising 60 feet 
above the ground floor, and having an 
interior diameter of 38 feet. 

At the base of the dome there is an 
ornamental frieze, with sculptured ef- 
fects. Besides being highly ornamentai, 
the dome serves a most useful purpose. 
It is patterned after the dome on the 
Pantheon at Rome and constructed ?¢» 
admit daylight throughout the entire 
building, even on a dark day. There is 
a row of concealed electric globes. 
around the base of the dome, which, re- 
flect their light against the inner glass | 
shell. With the exception of the HNghts 
on several standards On the rail of the 
mezzanine floor, and at various places 
on the main floor, an indirect lighting 
system is used. 

Celling Very Artistic. 

The coffered ceiling in cameo effect is 
very artistic. I*rom the main floor the 
ceiling has the appearance of being : 
perfect, soft white, but from the mez- 
zanine floor there is an optical illusion 
which gives the effect of several softly 
blended colors. 

The building is equipped with a double 
heating system. The fan system of 
heating will be used for all except zero 
weather, when the heat will be applied 
direct through the radiators. All the 
air that comes into the building enters 
through the basement, where it is 
washed before being passed through 
the air ducts into the building. In the 
summer months the air will be cooled. 

The offices of the president, eashier 
and their assistants are in the Broad- 
way end of the building. Adjoining 
their offices is the discount committee’s 
room. The diréctors’ room, finished in 
oak, is on the mezzanine floor. There 
is an oval check counter in the center 
of the main banking room.

The proposed amendment ‘also pro- 
vides that the Supreme Court shall 
have power to prescribe rates if 


are found to be unreasonable or un- 
just, and substitute such rates for 
those prescribed by the commission.

Among things evidencing the practical strength 
of the South’s revolt from the one-crop idea is 
the opening of a packing plant at Moultrie, Col- 
quitt County, Ga. It furnishes a nearby, conven- 
ient market at which farmers may sell their live- 
stock on the hoof. Such markets, which are too 
few in the South, stimulate the raising of cattle 
and hogs by removing from the farm the great 
labor of preparing meats for the consumer and 
insuring that the preparation shall be made in 
accordance with the most economical and most 
sanitary methods, under Federal supervision. 

Livestock production in the South on a scale 
sufficient to enable it to supply its own needs 
would tend to check the increase in meats. Pro- 
duction on a scale enabling it to become a factor 
in the national supply would help in bringing 
aown the price.

Unele Sam Believes Peace and 


Prosperity Go Hand in Hand|q: 


NH HUNDRED years ago this 
menth representatives of the 
United States and of Great 

Britain Assembled in Ghent, Bel- 

gium, to sign the treaty which 

was to conclude officially the 

War of 1812 and to ~o»begin an 

area of peace between Hnglish-speak- 

ing people, which has not since been 
broken. When, in 1813, the Czar of Rus- 
sia offered his services as a mediator, 

President Madison quickly accepted and 

dispatched three commissioners to St. 

Petersburg, where they learned that 

England had refused. A year later HEn- 

gland made a direct offer for media- 

tion, and five American peace commis- 
sioners hurried to Ghent, arriving there 
on July 6, 1814. Then followed a weary 
half year of bartering for peace, En- 
giand demanding all but the surrender 
of independence from the United States. 

Hopeless of arriving at an understand- 

ing, the American authorities began to 

prepare for an extension of the war. 

Plans were laid for an increase of 100,- 

000 men to the army, with the object of 

a complete conquest of Canada and its 

dependent territory as far as Hudson’s 

Bay and the Pacific. The era of in- 

stantaneous communication had not yet 

dawned, and consequently when the 
year 1815 began, Americans were un- 
aware that the war had been officially 
terminated at Ghent. Jackson fought 
and won the battle of New Orleans on 

Jan. 8 and a month later, the country 

was flooded with a million copies of a 

pamphlet which appealed to the people 

of the United Statés to prepare for a 

new campaign against the British and 

“to drive them from the American 

continent.’’ When the news of the 

signing of the treaty finally arrived the 
pamphlets were quietly suspended and 
forgotten. 


Today, while many nation of Burope 


Z are tearing at one another’s throats un- 
der the spell of international war, the 
United States is adding to its galaxy of 
treaties with other countries. The State 
Department at Washington has in its 
archives copies of treaties and interna- 
tional agreements which the United 
States has contracted with every sov- 
ereign nation on earth with the excep- 
tion of Uruguay, Montenegro and the 
sovereign principality of Monaco. Among 
these historic documients is the Treaty 
of Ghent in its cover of red velvet, 
Here, too, is the first treaty ever con- 
tracted by Americans with a foreign 
u.ation—the treaty of 1778, signed by the 
French King Louis before our national 
independence had been established. 
Written on’ parchment in both French 
and Einglish, it is today preserved in 
a round béx of solid silver on the top of 


which is the private seal of the French, 


King. But chief of them all is the his- 
toric Treaty of Paris which gave the 
United States its existence as a nation 
and officially closed the American Revo- 
lution. Written upon parchment in a 
flowing business hand, it is signed 
“George R,” bears ribbons finished off 
with tassels of red silk and gold cord, 
and is now preserved in a silver re- 
ceptacle six inches in diameter. Be- 
sides these peace treaties there are hun- 
dreds of treaties, agreements, conven- 
tions and protocals which in subject 
range from friendship, commerce and 
navigation, and arbitration of disputes 
likely to lead to’ war, to the suppression 
of slave traffic, the right to hold real 
estate in Turkey, and the regulation of 
liquor trafifc with Siam.

The child had scar- 
let fever, she sets forth, and. feeling it 
her duty to give the lHttle one every 
care, she established a hospital on the 
second floor of the house and went into 
quarantine, 

One night early last November, when 

the child was still geverely ill, Mrs, Ous- 
sani heard raspings on a wall. Next 
night come more rappings. This con- 
tinued until Nov. 20, when she deter- 
mined to investigate. 
Robing herself in a germ proof gown 
she crept down the stairs and ap- 
proached the door of her husband’s 
room. Hearing voices within she quiet- 
ly opened the door. She asserts she 
found her husband and her maid, Rose 
Fracque, there. 

In a supporting affidavit the maid 
says that in the first week in November 
Oussani sent for her and accomplished 
her downfall. N“sereafter she made re- 
peated visits ta nis room, because she 
feared his anger if she refused. On 
the night of Oct. 20, in answer to rap- 
pings on the wall, she made her usual 
visit, but, feeling a premonition of dis- 
covery, she begged Oussani to lock the 
door. He laughed at her, but a few 
minutes later Mrs. Oussani entered the 
room, 

Leaves When Child Recovers. 

Mrs. Oussani says that on Nov. 27, as

goon as the child was convalescent, she 
left the house and came to New York, 
where she has since lived with relatives. 

In her application for alimony Mrs. 
Oussani asserts her husband has great 
wealth. She was governess for his chil- 
dren following the death of his first 
wife. She gives a long list of apart- 
ment houses and business buildings 
owned by her husband, in an effort to 
impress the court that he is financially 
able to. maintain her well. 

In March, 1910; the body of Peter 
Oussani was found on the railroad track 
between Briarcliff Manor and Pocan- 
tico Hills. Murder was suspected, but 
a long investigation brought no tangi- 
ble clews.

BATTING STRATEGY 


Is a Left-Handed Hitter Weak 
Against Southpaws? Is One 
Question Answered. | 


By Bozeman Bulger. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—That a left- 
handed batter does not necessarily hit 
better against a right-handed pitcher, 
and that southpaws are no cinch for 
a right-handed walloper, as is gener- 
ally believed, is proven conclusively 
in an’ interesting bunch of #tatistics 
just handed out by the Federal League, 


In compiling the batting averages 
against both left-handed and _right- 
handed pitching, the ‘outlaw” or- 
ganization has sprung an innovation. 
When Al Shaw was with the Giants, 
for instance, it was believed that he 
was weak against left-handed pitchers, 
and for that reason he was seldom 
sent against them in a pinch. But look 
at this: 

The official figures of the Federal 
League show that during a season’s 
work Shaw, though left-handed at the 
bat, hit the left-handers for an av- 
erage of .437, while the best he could 
do against right-handers was 
That’s quite a batting average either 
way, incidentally. 


Chase Weak Against Kithogues. 
Hal Chase, on the other hand—the 
other meaning right-hand—hits better 


against right-handed pitching than 


against southpaws. Against the star- 
board side boys he knicked the record 
for an average of .339. Againuet left- 
handed—supposed to be his meat—he 
only got .326. 

ae the case of two players well 
known to New York fans we Tind that 
McGraw had pretty nearly the right 
dope on Otis Crandall and Arthur Wil- 
‘son. Always they were used for pinch 
hitters against southpaws. Against the 
right-handers in the Federal League, 
Crandall hit for .308, while against the 
southpaws he hung up an average of 
.417. Wilson hit in about the same ra- 
tio. Against right-handers he hit .280,
